W. C. Clark, deputy minister of fi- 
nance, was also dug up by Mr. Ben- 
nett from a Jarge American bond 
brokerage firm which has since 
disastrously failed. 

Both Mr. Towers and Dr. Clark 
are notoriously devoted to the 
Sanctity of the wages of money 

But while they are such “sound” 
men, their advice has been consis 
ently bad. 

During the depression—the man- 
made depression created by 
“sound” money—these gentlemen 
advised that nothing could be done 
to help the people. It was impos- 
ible to find, they said, a hundred 
million dollars to save homes and 
create work. But today we are 
spending eight billion dollars a year 
on war. And we are getting it from 
exactly the same sources which ex- 
isted during the depression years 

The advice of these gentlemen 
therefore, prolonged the depres- 
sion and addee cruelly and callo 
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ly to the hardships of the Canadian 
people 

Before the war, Mf. Towers and 
Dr. Clark denounced as imprac- 
tical and impossible the very sys. 
tem of finance which Canada was 
forced to adopt. For, as @ matter 


of fact, Canada’s current war fin 
ance is the very antithesis of the 
principles which these gentlemen 
cherish 

However, Mr. Isley keeps on 
taking this advice—even though :: 
means condemning the western 
farmer to perpetual insolvency at 
time when his operations constitute 
the country’s most vital war in- 


dustry 

What the farmer needs is parit; 
prices and long term credit at low 
interest rates to decrease the bu 
den of debt which has accumulated

Profuse menstruation is 
the common disorders of women 
and may arise from a variety of 
causes, It is marked by an abnor- 
mal loss of blood and in some in- 
| stances the profuse flow appears 
| with every period while in others it 
may occur only occasionally 

In addition to the increased 
hemorrhage the patient may men- 
tion such symptoms as weakness, 
|} thrembling of the legs, or ache in 
the lower back. As a general rule 
the patient tends to neglect the 
condition, hoping that normal per- 
jods will return. Part of such 
neglect may be due to the fact that 
the average patient does not realize 
that a prolonged and excessive flow 
may have a harmful effect upon the

When the tendency is present, the 
patient may find that heavy exer- 
cise, exposure to cold, nervous 
strain, severe constipation, and 
even the eating of a heavy meal 
containing many incompatible food 
mixtures, may serve to increase the 
loss of blood.
